ty of colonists, being composed of New 
Haven and Connecticut volunteers, a d 
by far the greater portion belonging in 
Hartford, tho captives « c ie taken to the 
latter place, and put in confinement. 
Nahwista was truly in a Unagreeable 
and dangerous situate n, having commit. 
led a crime against the laws of the Colo» 
rues, hy which she must suffer death, un. 
less released by the Dutch, who were 
•ecret enemies to the English settlers. 
it was the custom in Hart lord. in those 
days, to keep the prisoners confined in a 
•ort of barrack or out house, surrounded 
by a high wall, aud guarded without by 
• watch or patrol guard. 
A young man 
by the name of Pierpon', an adventurer 
nisi trader, had been chosen captain of 
the watch. 
Ile had especially noticed 
the beautiful Nahwista, upon her arrival ;

self to a plot got up at Alicant, and on 
the evening of January 28 made bis ap­ 
pearance in that city ut the head of a 
small party ; arrested the local authori­ 
ties, surprised and overcame the garrison, 
aud disarmed ull such troops as would 
not join him. 
A junta was then formed, 
of which ho was declared president, and 
a proclamation was issued, demanding 
the overthrow of the existing G overn-j 
mcnt. 
H is chief support appears to 
have been derived from the smugglers, 
whom it was his duty to suppress, but 
whom he favored, and from whom he 
obtained considerable sums of money. 
From Egypt information had been re­ 
ceived of the death of Boglios Bay, lur 
many years the most misted Minister of 
Mohammed Xii, in w hose service lie lilied 
the post of Minister of Foreign Affairs 
and Commerce.
